I  have,  furthermore,  always  retained  a  certain  connection  with  the 
Bureau  of  Ethnolo^.v.  through  which  I  have  been  enabled  to  expand  our  work 
over  lines  which  do  not  Properly  fall  within  the  scope  of  work  in  the 
Vuseu,„.   I  refe.  particularly  to  work  in  linguistics.   Cne  of  the  »ost 


important  steps  that  I  have  taken  in  this  direction  is  to  sug^,6st  to  the 
Bureau  the  publication  of  a  handbook  of  American  lan^ua.^es.  which  I  am  to 
edit.   I  have  been  working,  up  to  this  point  for  several  years,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  the  plan  will  now  be  carried  out.    Throu^Jn  this  undertaking 
T  hope  to  be  put  in  a  position  to  push  the  necessary  lin,i5aistic  and  ethno- 
lor^ical  work  very  considerably.   It  is  self-evident  that  the  Government 
alone  cannot  spend  enoa?<h  "Eoney  on  field-work  to  oollT'-t  all  these  data, 
but  being  in  charge  of  this  «ork.  T  anticipate  that  I  can  iBuoh  more  forci- 
bly suK.^est  to  other  institutions  the  expeoditare  of  means  in  this  direc- 
tion. 

I  think  you  will  understand  the  drift  of  this  rather  lengthy  state- 
ment of  wn   activity  and  of  my  plans.    I  am  committed  here  in  many  direc- 
tions which  centre  in  my  activity  in  the  Museum  and  in  Columbia:  and  iP  I 
were  to  sever  niy  connection  with  these  institutions,  it  would  practically 
mean  to  be,^.in  all  over  a.>$ain. 

At  the  S'A^ue  time  I  believe  that  it  will  be  of  advanta^ie  to  American 
anthropolov-y  if  I  can  retain  a  certain  amount  of  control  in  the  direction 
of  the  various  activities  which  I  outlined  before  for  a  few  years. 

I  do  not  believe  at  all  in  the  policy  of  a  sin^e  ffian  retainia^ 
loader  than  is  absolutely  necessary  the  direction  of  such  a  multitude  of 
plans  as  I  have  in  my  charge  at  the  present  time,  and  it  is  my  strong  endeavor 
to  find  as  soon  as  possible  men  upon  whose  shoulders  the  carrying  out  of 
certain  parts  of  these  plans  may  be  transferred.   Thus  I  hope  that  three 
years  hence,  after  the  return  of  our  exploring  party  from  China,  that  whole 
divisian  of  our  work  will  be  taken  entirely  off  my  hands.
